Good are Fiihermen and Boatmen ; but it they nſe the Sea for any conſiderable 
time, they fo long diſguiſe their Faith, that they loſe or change it at 1-{t, & 
that tho the Procftanrs of Treland have had a long time a large Commerce by 
Sea, yet arc there very few Pup:ſts, it compared with the others.

And this 1t- 
jury had been tar greater, had not our Proteſtant Merchants and Seamen by thell

Cob; the reſt are all diſtolved from his Service ; not one will or dare ferve 
him; but inſtead therecf, if they can conveniently apprehend nis Mimoen , 
they'll break his Thumbs, i that he ſhall never Comb Wool again, but leave 
him to lament that ever he did. Some very few Papiſts are allowed by them 
to be Tuckers, but rather to ſerve the Country in ordinary Afilkrg Five, 
Srockins, and the like, than in any conliderable part of their Trade, I neve: 
heard that any Pap,// here attempted the Dy:ng or Preſſing part: -So- that 1m 
the whole Clrzrbing Trade, none of tlie Paps{t Faction, except the Females, and 
a very few of the Men are admitted. The Iriſh Friars and Prieſts were in the 
Reign of the late King Tames, fo ſeniibie hereof, that on all Holidays they 
ſtrictly prohibited their Spinners-and Weavers working; and would ſome- 
times enter their Cabbins, and (if they found *em at it) break their Tools; 
laying, That Hork was good for nothing, but to Encreaſe ond Afaintain the Here- 
ticks, And fo fearful were the Chiet of the Triſh, that the Combers would take 
Arms and Riſe; that they were extremely glad, when they ſaw *em, for want 
of other Work,” go off in great Numbers ior / z9/ad. But befides the Hatred 
our « {tiers have for Pyp.j;s on the general account, they have very particular, 
and (t9 themſelves) good Reafors for it.
